Amsterdam. Nov. 8.—Telephone 
messages from various-parts of XJer- 
ffikny received by the Exchange Tele¬ 
graph Company here assert that the 
Bavarian coup d’dtat' Is doomed ts 
failure.

The 
three ordered the 'Reichswehr to 
arrest General Ludendorff and 
Hitler. 

It Is reported the principal lenders 
of the Nationalist troops In the Ham¬ 
burg headquarters at Munich already 
have been disarmed and arrested. 

HUNGARIAN'ARRESTED 

Interesting reports also have been 
received concerning the arreet of a 
member of the Hungarian Parlia¬ 
ment who Is said to have concluded 
a secret agreement with Hitler and 
Ludendorff regarding joint action at 
Munich and Budapest. A formal 
treaty has been found. It Is stated, 
stipulating the measures to be taken 
on the outbreak of the revolution. 

A list of the members of the pro¬ 
jected Bavarian and Hungarian Cab¬ 
inets was also discovered. 

The Munich outbreak is therefore 
not regarded here sa a separate 
action as It seem* to have been In¬ 
tended as part of an extensive re¬ 
actionary movement, if the foregoing 
reports are accurate. 

BERLIN QUIET 

Berlin. Nov. 8.—The Berlin chief 
of police issued a statement this 
afternoon declaring “all Is calm In 
Berlin, and there is no reason to 
anticipate disorders." 

Communicatien Interrupted 

Berlin, Nov. f.—The situation in 
the Interior remained quite confuted 
this morning, and nothing was shown 
of what might have transpired dur¬ 
ing the night as communication with 
Munich was Interrupted last mid¬ 
night and had not been restored.

Following chargee of lax adminis¬

New Plan For Pensioning 
Government Employees 
Shows Good Results 

Detailed figures showing how 
I money has been spent under the 
British Columbia Government’s Su¬ 
perannuation Schema, were laid be¬ 
fore the Legislature by Hon. J. D. 
Mar Lean. Provincial Secretary. 

They show that cash In the treas¬ 
ury under tho Superannuation Act 
amounted to f524.043 29 in April 1, 
1921. A year previously the fund 
amounted to mo.4M.l4, This 
amount Was increased by contribu¬ 
tions by government employee* in 
the amount of 9U0.372.91. and by em¬ 
ployers to the amount of $120,272.1.1. 
other ^ contributions _ Including |jn- 
tereat paid by the Government 
brought the total up to 9124.042.29. 

On March 91. 1929. thlrty-ftmr 

superannuation allowances, granted 
unde( the* act. were In force. Vhe 
present value of those allowances 
amounted to 9179.694.97. The su¬ 
perannuation allowance account had 
a credit balance of 9192.274.19. or 
|9.479.14 in excess of the llabllUlert 
In connection with the allowances 
outstanding. 

During the year a number of em¬ 
ployees left the service either by 
death res ig n a tion w dismissal Re¬ 
funds of the amounts standing at 
their credit in the fund were made, 
totalling 916 .&SS. 98 . 

In hla arrival report. Civil Service 
Commissioner W. H. Marlnom makes 
a n . Interesting comparison be t ween 
The results obtained under tKe su¬ 
perannuation act during Its two 
years' operation, and tke oonditlons 
that would have resulted ha«d the act 
■not vmtpAhuad. ^-*—*■ 

"For Ihe increased eyfpendlture 
during the two years* amnunting to 
924I.1 t 8.44,” he says, "thero has been 
secured a reduction in direct liabili¬ 
ties outstanding on March 31. 1923. of 
991.&69.2L There la rash In hand 
amounting to 9469,799.49, which will 
completely provide for ail liability 
that may accrue out of a service 
rendered (Turing 1921-23. a total of 
I6&0.286.41 

"Untlor the old system provision 
for superannuation which should 
have been made while ths service 
was being render^ waa left for the 
future to care for. While this prac¬ 
tice lessened the expenditure In the 
past. It waa merely postponing the 
liability to tha future. Were the old 
scale of allowances to have been con- 
ctnuyd, the annual pnynvcnta would 
hav7 steadily increamd until within 
a few years they would hav? reaehsd 
9200.000. This large sum would rep¬ 
resent payments on account of old 
liabilities alone. wMle the current 
liabilities would be accumulating to 
be met in the still more distant 
future.”_

Ov#r 24.000 people in British Col¬ 
umbia are working more than 
forty-eight hours a week or eight 
hours a day. B. H. Neelands. Lsbor 
member for South Vancouver, in- | 
formed the I*eglslature yesterday, 
when he urged the early introduc¬ 
tion of an slght-hdur day Into in- “ 
dustry, action to end unemployment j* 
and a minimum wage for boys. 

Mr. Neejands^quoted from the re- 1 
port of the Department of Labor to 
show that 1.000 peopls In British 
Columbia work nine hours a day; 
10.700 work ten hours; 381 wurk 
twelve hours; i;>4 work fourtsen 
hours; 144 work fiftsen hours s day, 
on* mafi work* ninety-one hours s 
week; one ninety-four and one 104 
hours a weak. 

"Ths test of any economic system 
must be, 'Does It flellvsr ths goods?'" 
Mr. Neelands declared. "Does it give 
the people a good world to live in? 
When we look about us and see the 
amount of misery, want and suffer¬ 
ing. how on the one hand we have 
a large portion of the people work¬ 
ing hard under unhealthy conditions 
and for low wages and a great num¬ 
ber who would work but are unable 
to procure It; and on the other hand 
aome living In Idleness and so rich ! 
that thay are at a loss to devise 
Ways and means of spending tbalr 
Ill-gotten wealth, we cannot but say 
that capitalism has failed to give 
the. people a good world to live In. 
Not only has capitalism failed to 
provide a decent standard of living 
for thosg In work,, but Is responsible 
for war and all Its attendant evils 
as wejl as for the number of work¬ 
ers being out of employment. 

Change Social Order 

“Our mission.” he asserted. "Is to 
devots our energies towards bring¬ 
ing about a change In the social 
order which will make this world s 
better place in . which to live by 
eliminating a condition where with 
some there la endless suffering while 
others am rolling in luxury.” 

The Government. Mr. Neelands 
r barged, has failed utterly to cope 
with unemployment. "At every turn 
we have found how Inadequately the 
Government has met the tfituaXlon,”,. 
he said. After a long process of 
»•«). k - p issing, he declared the Gov¬ 
ernment offered nothing better than 
dplrs and so-called "relief work." 

"Now Is the time for the Gov«rn- 
ment #uch stops as will pro¬ 

tect tho workers against sickness 
and unemployment as well as in¬ 
jury" he declared. 

Work or Maintenance 
He regretted that the Government 
had announced no plans for caring 
for unemployment. "Work or ade¬ 
quate maintenance is the demand 
labor makes upon the Government," 
hw said. “We will continue to press 
for Its full acceptance by whatever 
Government may be In power so 
long as this evil remains to torment
